Britons Will Protest 
U.S. Gold Act in Court 


LONDON, May 26.—UP—Brit- 
ish holders of United States secur- 
ities intend to take vigorous action 
in the high courts to make the 
United States pay the bonds in the 
‘equivalent of gold dolla it was 
learned authoritatively tonight. 

The bond holders have formed a 

“protective”. committee headed by 
Sir Harry Gloster Armstrong, for- 
mer British consul-géneral in New 
York, to prosecute their case. 

The “protéctive” committee of 
bondholders was organized to take 
united action against the United 
States’ suspension of the gold 
clause, which provided that secur- 
ities, such as liberty bonds, would 
be paid in gold. ~~ 


COTTON JUMPS $2, 
STOCKS ADVANCE 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—()— 
The administration. moved today to 
elevate silver and paper money to the 
samé legal standing as gold. 

A bill sent to congress by the treas- 
ury was started on ite way toward 
passage in both house and senate. It 
is designed to authorize the use of 
legal tender money in the fulfillment 
of all existing and future contracts, 
private and international. 

The medsure brought an immediate 
assertion from Senator Glass, demo- 
crat, Virginia, that it would be held 
unconstitutional “if there is any in- 
tegrity left in the courts with regard 
to the sanctity of contracts.” 

It was. described by President 
Roosevelt as simply designed ‘to legal- 
ize an already existing fact since the 
United States went off the gold stand- 
ard in effect by the imposition of: the 
recent gold embargo and the issuance 
of the presidential order calling in 
gold held by private citizens. 

Applies te Government. 

The proposal would permit the gov- 
ernment as well as private debtors to 
meet their obligations with legal ten- 
der money instead of gold. 

Despite outspoken opposition from 
some members on both sides plans 
were made for its speedy considera- 
tion.

‘President's Message 
Brings Flood of Buying 
Orders Into Markets in 

‘Closing Hour.

NEW YORK, May 26—(4)—Stocks 
and staples were given a brisk infla- 
tionary whirl in the final dealings in 
Wall Street today by first reports of 
the administration's measure designed 


to cancel the embarrassing “gold 
clauses” in public and private ee 
tions, 

The first scraps of information to 
appear on financial news tickers, ap- 
oon sg in the final minutes of deal- 

in the stock exchange, described 
it as repealing the gold standard act, 
and in want of more detailed infor- 
mation, traders were at once inclined 
to interpret it as highly inflationary. 

The inflationary flurry which. fol- 
lowed the first news of the latest pro- 
posed legislation on gold came too 
late: to affect many of the commodity 
markets, but several of them had been 
inclined to advance earlier. Wheat 
was already closed, at advance of 
about a cent a bushel, 

Cotton, however, bulged up sharply, 
closing with gains of around $2 a 
bale. All future contracts except July 
closed above 9 cents ou the New York 
Cotton Exchange. 

The stock market, as measured by 
price averages, quickly bulged up to 
a new high since November of 1931. 
Advances of $1 to $3 a share were nu- 
merous, while a few issues jumped 
from $4 to more than $8, and shares 
of Homestake Mining, principal do- 
mestic gold producer, su up to 
$216.87, for a net gain of $17.37, evi- 
dently on the theory that the price of 
gold would be permitted to go to a 
premium, although detailed study of 
the latest measure failed to indicate 
that such a step was contemplated. 

Gold mining shares started upward 
well in advance of the news of the 
new measure svuegesting. that there 
may have been an intimation in the 
financial district that something re- 
lating to the gold standard was 
céming. 

After the close of the market, how- 
ever, more detailed information made 
it apparent that the bill was aimed 
chiefly at remedying the embarrass- 
ment resulting from the fact that ob- 
ligations outstanding in this country 
in excess of $75,000,000,000, specifi- 
cally call for payment in gold or 
equivalent, at a time when it is illegal 
under the emergency banking regula- 
tions to pay out gold. Furthermore, 
the existing laws have made it manda- 
tory that the United States treasury 
issue gold bonds, which has placed it 
in an anomalous position.

BRITAIN SUPPORTS 
AMERICAN STAND 


Simon Reveals Nation Is 


tend Obligations To Sat- 
isfy France. 


LONDON, May 26.—(UP)—Great 
Britain no intention of increasing its 
international obligations to answer 
continental demands for security guar- 
antees before disarmament, Sir John 
Simon, foreign secretary, told the 
house of commons today in a full 
statement of the government’s arms 


policy. 

In the course of his address he 
praised President Roosevelt’s aban- 
donment of America’s traditional pol- 
icy of isolation as a distinct contribu- 


tion to world peace. He stressed 
that Britain’s arms policy is close to 
that of the United States, 

At the same time, he said, Great 
Britain is unwilling to increase its 
obligations to provide security for 
continental nations. 

Sir John informed continental pow- 
ers that while Britain sympathizes 
with their concern for security—tbe 
plea invariably raised by France—it 
has no part in the British policy. 

Support for U. 8. 

He said that the United States had 
Britain’s unequivocal support in its 
attitude on consultative pacts, and de- 
clared that the United States could 
not be expected» to commit itself fur- 
ther. He referred to the speech by 
Norman H. Davis, American envoy 
at Geneva, announcing Washington 
was prepared to enter a consultative 
agreement in case war was threatened, 
to act with other powers against an 
aggressor. 

“Great Britain now has no ground 
for complaint whatever,” the foreign 
secretary asserted. “The old idea of 
standing with folded arms between a 
nation which is an aggressor and a 
nation which. is oppressed is gone. 


‘“TIt ig impossible to exaggerate the 


importance of this. I cannot express 
how much we should value this ef- 
fort now being made by the Ameri- 
can government and by the presi- 
dent to co-operate with us and aban- 
don a tradition which the American 
people themselves have guarded jeal- 
ously.” 

Sir John asserted that the Ameri- 
can way of looking at the problem 
of consultative pacts also was “char- 
acteristically the British way of look- 
ing at it; namely, she must judge the 
circumstances at the time of these 
circumstances”

-“In contrast with that,” he said, 


“there is another way of approach— 
to make declarations in cold blood and 
cold print and prescribe a course of 
action one might take. That is the 
continental way. 

“It is thoroughly characteristic of 
the continental mind—and mean 
no reproach—that it approaches all 
these ‘things with the belief that ‘you 
write it down in advance and all will 
come out all right.’ ”

The measure—setting the federal 
government up as a partner with busi- 
ness for the long trek back to eco- 
nomic recovery—new goes -to the 
senate.

* bill revises the income tax laws in an 


effort to make it impossible for such 
men as J. P. Morgan to escape paying 
taxes by. selling securities and deduct 
ing their losses. Congressional resent. 
ment over the revelations of the senate 
investigation into the House of Mor 
gan was directly responsible for in- 
clusion of the amendment. 

Before the final vote was taken on 
the bill, the sales tax battle was 
fought and lost again in the house. 

An amendment was offered to sub- 
stitute a general manufacturers’ sales 
tax for the income tax provisions of 
the bill. Opponents of the plan to 
raise middle class income taxes 
brought strong pressure to bear for a 
sales tax, but they were overridden, 
265 to 137, by the. democratic leader- 
ship whicl® was intent on jamming 
the bill through to enacther¥ in the 
precise form it was reported by the 
ways and means committee. 

This bill, More than any other en- 
acted at the special session of con- 
gress, is the “new deal’s” unswer to 
the challenge of the depression.

Officers of the confederation met 
Friday in the offices to discuss ne- 
gotiations for a marketing agreement 
to assure the producers of a fair price 
for their product, and although the 
agreement has not been defintely 
reached between the confederation and 
the distributors, it will contain a 
minimum price provision and will 
stipulate conditions under which the 
producers will deliver milk to the 
distributors, it was said 

Surplus milk will be turned into 
butter, cheese and other dairy prod- 
ucts at the Alabama street plant, to 
be sold in Atlanta and on other 
markets, it was said; 

Frank A. Buchanan, of Richmond. 
Va., secretary-treasurer of and man- 
ager of the Richmond Cooperative 
Milk Producers Association since 
1930, has been chosen as manager of 
the confederation. The Richmond 
association, controlling between TU 
and 80 per cent of the fluid milk for 
the Richmond: market, has been able 
to maintain a fair basic price for milk, 
it Was said. 

In the May issue of the Georgia 
Milk Producers News, the confedera- 
tion announced that marketing agree- 
ments signed by members are in full 
force and effect, and shipments by 
members to Atlanta distributors’ will 
continue without change until further 
notice. Atlanta distributors have been 
notified to pay the confederation for 
all milk which members ship after 
June 1, and the confederation will pay 
the members, it was said. 

The Milk Producers’ News denied 
that the confederation is contempiat- 
_ing any strike or that any milk is be- 
ing poured out on the road side.

BENJAMIN L. BRINSON,

Text of Mebilation 
On Gold Standard

sional resolution to abolish the gold 
standard act:

“Resolved by the senate and house

“(a) Every provision contained in 
or made with respect to any obliga- | 
tion which purports to give the obligee 
w right to require payment in gold or 
a particular kind of coin or cur- 
rency, or in an amotint in money of 
the United States measured thereby, 
is declared to be against public pol- 
icy, ang no such provision shall be 
contained in or made with respect to 
any obligation hereafter incurred, 

‘Every ‘obliga(fan, heretofore, 
hereafter incurred, ther or not 
such provision is contained therein or 
made with respect thereto, shall’ be 
discharged upon payment, dollar for 
dollar, in any coin or currency which 
at the time of payment is legal tender 
for public and private debts. 

“Any such provision contained in 
any law authorizing obligations to be 
issued by or under the authority of 
the United States, is hereby repealed,

“(b) As used in this resolution, the 
term ‘obligation’ means an obligation 
(including every obligation of and to

federal reserve banks and national 
banking associations. : 

“Section 2. The last sentence of 
paragraph (1) of sub-section (b) of 
section 43 of the act entitled ‘an act 
to relieve the existing national eco- 
nomic emergency by increasing agri- 
cultural purchasing power, to raise 
revenue for extraordinary expenses in- 
curred by reason of such emergency, 
to provide emergency relief with re- 
spect to the agricultural indebtedness, 
to provide for. the orderly liquidation 
of joint-stock land banks, and for oth- 
er purposes, approved May 12, 1933, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“*All coins and currencies of the 
United States (including federal re- 
serve notes-and circulating: notes of 
federal reserve banks and national 
banking associations) heretofore or 
hereafter coined or issued, shall be 
legal tender for all debts, public and 
private, public charges; taxes, duties 
and dues except that gold coins, when 
below the standard weight and limit 
of tolerance provided by law for the 
single piece, shall be legal tender only 
at valuation in proportion to their 
actual weight.’”’

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WITHIN THE LAW. 

J. Pierpont Morgan has come 
and gone as a witness before the 
congressional investigating commit- 
tee. The testimony given by him 
and his associates has been enlight- 
ening to a high degree. 

The country knows the story. It 
is apparent that Mr. Morgan made 
a good case for himself and a very 
bad case for the laxity of past con- 
gresses in their failure to stop the 
loopholes by which income tax eva- 
sions have been successfully re- 
to by high finance—but 


sorted 
within the law. 

He and his associates paid no 
income tax in this country for three 
years because by law they were 
not required to do so, and yet in 
England for the same three years 
Mr. Morgan paid $35,000 a year 
income tax because by English law 
he was required to do so. 

It is time for the United States 
to take advantage of the example 
set by the long experience of our 
English brothers. We can profit 
by it. 

In the midst of the world de- 
pression of the past several years 
not a bank in England has failed, 
while thousands have gone under 
in this country. 

Instead of profiting by the ex- 
ample of England, Canada, France 
and of other countries where bank 
failures are as rare as hen’s teeth, 
effort is now being made in con- 
gress to improve the situation in 
this country by federal guarantee 
of bank deposits. 

This means merely an additional 
burden on the depositors, for in 
the end they will have to pay. In 
the end a deposit guarantee means 
a deposit guarantee . tax, which 
somebody will have to pay. 

This puts a premium on inef- 
ficient banking administration at the 
expense of the banks that are ef- 
ficiently managed. 

Since the English and the Cana- 
dian system has worked so well, 
with practically ‘no failures during 
the past decade, would it not be 
better for us to adopt that system 
rather than to enter a new field of 
government activity in an experi- 
ment which has failed in eight 
states? 

Since England has shown us how 
to reach the “higher-ups’’ for in- 
come taxes, we should take advan- 
tage of her experience and do the 
Same thing. 

We have a system peculiarly our 
own, under which the little fellow 
has to rack up, but providing abun- 
dant loopholes for those who are 
far more able to pay. 

Congress should remedy the de- 
fects in existing methods, both as 
to bank control and income taxa: 
tion. 

The way out is not through an 
increase in the income tax rate or 
double taxation on dividends. There 
are other methods that are far bet- 
ter and infinitely fairer. 

To resort now to increased in- 
come taxation and double taxation 
of dividends would be a diréct 
threatido §usiness just as it is on 
the upturn. 

Congress should go slow 
these matters, before it does a 
damage from which it will be dif-

WHY NOT ATLANTA? 

Scarcely a day passes that news 
reports from Washington do not 
carry information of large grants 
by the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration to state or local govern- 
ments for use in the construction 
of improvements of various kinds. 

The last large loan of this nature 
is one, of $700,000 for the con- 
struction of three bridge approaches 
in St. Louis. 

There are a half dozen or more 
civic improvements, vitally impor- 
tant to the well being of Atlanta 
and its surrounding territory, which 
could be constructed with funds 
from the R. F. C, 

We must have a new sewer 
system, new city and county jails 


eeei and a new auditorium if the health 


and the business progress of the 
city are to be properly assured. 

Other cities are obtaining such 
improvements, at the record low 
construction costs now existing, 
through use of government funds, 
and Atlanta should, too. 

In all probability, these funds 
will never be repaid by the com- 
munities borrowing them, being in- 
ciuded in future federal budgets as 
part of the necessary relief work 
undertaken to benefit the entire 
country by bringing about an up- 
ward turn in economic conditions. 

Thus Atlanta will have to pay, 
in federal taxes, for something it 
did not get if the city does not 
get the share of these funds to 
which it is entitled. 

Under such a situation there is 
only one sensible course—to lose 
no time in applying to the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, 
or to the new fund for public im- 
provements provided for in the 
$3,300,000,000 relief bill, for suf- 
ficient money to supply the city 
with the improvements it needs so 
badly and to effect a sharp de- 
crease in local unemployment. 


THE HERTY MEDAL. 

The establishment by the chem- 
istry department of the Georgia 
State College for Women at Mil- 
ledgeville of an annual award for 
achievements in the field of chem- 
istry, and its designation as the 
“Herty Medal,” gives well-merited 
recognition to the useful accom- 
plishments of Dr. Charles H. Herty, 
a native Georgian. 

While Dr. Herty has gained 
world-wide renown as a result of 
his genius as a chemical scientist, 
he is best known in his native state 
as the result of his perfection of the 
turpentine cup and the experiments 
he is now making in the use of slash 
pine in the making of paper. 

Before Dr. Herty perfected his 
turpentine cup, a tree once tapped 
for its turpentine generally died. 
Through the use of the cup the 
life of the tree is not shortened. 
Millions of dollars havé been saved 
to the turpentine industry by this 
device. 

Dr. Herty’s experiments in the 
making of paper have established 
the fact that the slash pine, which 
grows in profusion in the South 
Atlantic states, can be successful- 
ly used for this purpose. It is pre- 
dicted that as the result of this 
discovery a great new industry will 
grow up in this section, giving em- 
ployment to thousands of people 
and putting great stretches of now 
idle land into profitable production. 

Dr. Herty has had many recogni- 
tions of his genius as a chemical 
Scientist, these honors culminating 
with the award to him of the medal 
of the American Institute of Chem- 
istry in 1932. He served two terms 
as president of the American Chem- 
ical Society in 1915 and 19146. 

No other American’ chemist has 
contributed more largely than Dr. 
Herty to the development of chem- 
istry in this country. 

Dr. Herty is one of Georgia's 
most useful and honored sons and 
there will be general approval of 
the decision to give his name to the 
medal to be awarded each year by 
the State College for Women for 
the outstanding achievement in the 
field of chemical science.

Another major provision of the leg- 
islation is the industry control sec- 
tion. It represents an attempt on 
the part of the federal government tu 
prevent unbridled competition with the 
consequent overproduction that leads 
to trade stagnation and unemployment. 

The bill sets up a federal industry 
control board to consult with trade 
associations to fix maximum working 

urs, minimum wages and trade 
practices. Procedure calls for the 
various trade associations to meet and 
work out their own problems with 
the co-operation of the federal board. 
Once an agreement is reached the 
sole function of the federal govern- 
ment is to enforce the terms of the 
agreement on a minority in any in- 
dustry that disapproves and seeks to 
violate the agreement. 

These far-reaching changes in the 
economic structure slipped by almost 
unnoticed in the house debate as 
members concentrated their oratory in 
debating the income tax sections of 
the measure. 

The increased income taxes were 
necessary because some way had to 
be found to raise $220,000,000 a year 
to handle interest and sinking fund 
charges of the $3,300,000,000 public 
work appropriation. By raising the 
income tax rates in the lower brack- 
ets part of the $220,000,000 will be 
obtained. Rates on average incomes 
are raised from 4 to 6 per cent. Thus, 
if a man has $3,000 of taxable income 
after deducting his exemption he will 
pay $180 tax instead of $120 under 
the former schedule. 

The amount of the exemptions re- 
mains unchanged. To raise the rest 
of the $220,000,000 the bill increases 
the gasoline tax from one cent a gal- 
lon to 1 3-4 cents and levies a tax on 
corporate dividends. 

All of these levies can be repealed 
by President Roosevelt if sufficient 
revenue is found from other sources 
to make up the $220,000,000. Sta- 
tistics have been produced in an at- 
tempt to show that ratification of 
prohibition repeal, with the subse- 
quent revenue from the sale of liquor, 
would make up the $220,000,000, 

Riding on the bill is another im- 
portant provision which extends the 
excise, or “nuisance taxes” for one 
year. That section was written in 
because of last minute orders from 
the White House. Its effect will be 
to guarantee a revenue of about $500,- 
000,000 additional to the federal gov- 
ernment for the next three years. 

It assures a balanced budget and 
places the federal government's credit 
in an impregnable position when the 
time arrives to float the $3,300,000,- 
000 publie work bonds. 

While the house was voting on the 
bill, Presilent William Green, of the 
American Federation of Labor, issued 
an estimate that 600,000 unemployed 
men returned to work in April. He 
placed the number of unemployed in 
April at 12,730,000. 

“Trade union reports for May,” he 
said, “show another slight gain in 
mployment, but less than half of that 
f April. Apparently the gain in 
jobs is tapering off as the summer 
season approaches.” 

Another amendment to the recovery 
bill allotted $400,000,000 in road funds 
to states in proportion to population. 
Approval also was voted to an amend- 
ment transferring the electrical en- 
ergy tax from the consumer to the 
producer.

INTENT 10 DISPARAGE 


| Did Not Mean South Is Bare- 


foot; Referred to Wage 
| Buying Power. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

ASHINGTON, May 26.—Secre- 
tary of Labor. Frances Perkins in- 
sisted today that she meant no affense 
in referring to the south recently as 
“an untapped market-for shoes’—a 
statement that has raised a furore of 
discussion in congress and caused any 
number of southern newspapers . to 
challenge her knowledge of conditions 
in the section. 

Interviewed at her businesslike of- 
fices in the labor department, the first 
woman cabinet officer told The Con- 
stitution’s cofrespondent that her re- 
marks were more symbolic than any- 
thing else. 

“I might have used dishpans instead 
of shoes,” she said. “There wasn’t the 
slightest purpose to offend. The 
thought I was trying to convey is 
that the sought is a great potentia) 
market for consuming a larger quan- 
tity of goods when greater buying 
power is provided through a higher 
wage scale. 

South’s Wages Lower. 

“To put it another way,” she ex- 
plained, “I was thinking in terms 
of the lower Industrial wage scale paid 
in the south as contrasted with other 
sections-of the country. I don’t think 
anyone can challenge the statement 
that the general wage level in the 
south is lower. 

“What I had in mind was that a 
general elevation of the wage scale 
through proper organization of indus- 
try would result in more buying pow- 
er in the south.” 

Miss Perkins, a former commission- 
er of labor in New York, was remind- 
ed that the interpretation placed on 
her remarks contained in a speech 
delivered in New York recently was 
that the south for the most part went 
unshod. 

“You did not mean, then,” she was 
asked, “that people in the south go 
largely without shoes?”

“Oh, certainly not!’ she hastened 
to assert.

nection with forthcoming government 
loans. 

Few congressional leaders would 
comment on the legislation without 
further study, but Senator McNary, 
the republican leader, predicted it 
would meet with opposition **hecause 
of the retroactive feature.” 

The resolution, introduced by Chair- 
men Fletcher and Steagall of the sen- 
nate: and house banking committees, 
respectively, asserted that “the hold- 
ings or dealings in gold affect the 
publict interest, and are therefore 
subject to proper regulation and re- 
striction.” 

It then asserted that obligations 
“which purport fo give the obligee : 
right to require payment in gold of 
a particular kiud obstruct the power 
of the congress to ‘regulate the money 
of the United Srates and are incon- 
sistent with the declared policy of 
the congress to maintain at all times 
the equal power ef every dollar.” 

With this preamble, the resolution 
then proceeded to declare all such 
visions “to be against public policy” 
and forbid any such provision in fu- 
ture obligations, 

The aim of the legislation was 
sketched in the following paragraphs:

It has come to be the custom in 
America for the young intellectuals 
to whet their appetite for money 
(people will always buy books that 
make them laugh) and to sharpen 
their wits in satirizing the social, in- 
dustrial and political institutions of 
the land Hollywood and the moving 
picture industry furnished the sub- 
ject for a successful farce called “Once 
in a Lifetime.” The play had long 


and successful runs in New York and 
in London. American politics in- 
spired “Of Thee I Sing,” a musical 
play that lifted a Pulitzer prize. The 
church, the social settlement, the col- 
lege, marriage and every other sort 
of institution and custom held sacred 
by the last generation have been held 
up by the irreverent hands of these 


young writers to the scorn and ridi- 
cule of their readers. 


It is not the abuses of these in- 
stitutions at which they strike in 
the hope of correcting them, but 
rather they seek to stir up merri- 
ment and create laughter for which 
a ribald reading public whose ears 
and eyes they have caught will al- 
ways pay well. The most recent 
and most offensive of these satires 
that has come to our notice is from 
the pen of Nathaniel West and is 
& sad commentary on the low es- 
tate into which morals have fallen. 
It satirizes the newspaper's advice 
column. 


Under the name of “Miss Lonely- 
hearts,’ a young man conducts a 
problem column for the love-lorn and 
dispirited, the avowed object of 
which is to stimulate and inerease the 
circulation of the paper. Although 
“Miss Lonelyhearts” comes of Puri- 
tan ancestry with a_ distinctly . re- 
ligious background, he is not re- 
strained by his heritage. With the 
exception of a few twinges of an 
anaemic conscience, recurrent attacks 
of spiritual nausea which result in 
actual physical illness, occasional 
pangs of pity for the plaintive pleas 
that come to his desk, “Miss Lonely- 
hearts’ pursues steadily a downward 
career. There is nothing in his con- 
versation or his conduct to redeem the 
story of his lewd life from the mire 
through which his pen creator drags 
him. Drunkenness, seduction of a cor- 
respondent (or as the jacket critic 
pupts it, seduction by one of his cor- 
respondents), attempted seduction of 
the wife of his immediate superior in 
the newspaper office, intimations of 
perverted practices with the crippled 
husband of ‘one correspondent, tor- 
turing a clean and poverty-stricken 
old man who has fallen on hard 
times, blasphemous paraphrases of 
passages of Scripture, indecent dialog 
over speakeasy tables and at orgiastic 
parties, about life, love and religion, 
detailed description of a nude swim- 
ming party at which a decent young 
girl is ravaged, all these are woven 
into the narrative of Miss Lonely- 
heart’s life.”

It is of this vile book that a re- 
viewer writing in a beok review 
section of a cosmopolitan daily pa- 
per says: “‘Miss Lonelyhearts’ 
stands to be one of the hits of the 
year, to win both popular and criti- 
cal approval.” Then, God pity the 
reading public and have mercy on 
the generation of children that are 
influenced by men and women who 
form this “popular and critical” 
public!

CHINESE PIRATES LOOT 


SHIP, KILL 6 OF CREW 


SFANGHAI, China, May 26.— 
()—A tale of a desperate battle with 
pirates off the North china coast 
was told by the captain of the Chi- 
nese steamer Kungchantiai, plying 
between Dairen and Shanghai, when 
the ship was towed today to Liuho, 
on the south bank of the Yangtse 
river above the famous Woosung 
forts, 

Six members of the crew ‘werte 
dead and seven were gravely wound- 
ed by pirate bullets. The vessel her- 
self was helpless. 

While the steamer was en route 
te Shanghai May 21 a storm caused 
the ski per to anchor off the north 
coast of Kiangsu province. At nicht- 
fall three junkloads of pirates, armed 
with pistols, spears and swords 
stormed the vessel. 

Despite the resistance of the crew 
the buccaneers boarded the steamer, 
killed or wounded the 13 seamen;

The Opening lead was the club 
King. South, of course, won with 
the Ace and now faced the problem 
of play. He drew trumps, then strip- 
ped his own hand of clubs and both 
his own and the Dummy’s of dia- 
monds, completing the elimination 
with the lead in the Dummy. At this 
point he led a small heart, upon which 
East played the 3 and South the 6, 
Surprisingly, this held the trick, but 
it was a play that was bound to win 
against almost all possible heart dis- 
tributions unless four to the Queen- 
Knave-9 were in the West hand, in 
which case there was but one play 
that could save the contract. Through 
the elimination play and the correct 
play of the heart suit, after the elimi- 
nation had been completed, South lost 
only 1 heart trick and made his con- 
tract. 


The reader will note that even if 
West’s singleton heart had been high- 
er than the 6, it would not have made 
any difference, as in that case he 
would have had only clubs or dia- 
monds to lead and the Declarer could 
thus have ruffed in one hand and dis- 
carded a losing heart in the other. 
Obviously, if West had two hearts, thie 
play could not fail, as in that event 
East could have only three. In fact, 
if this were the distribution, the man- 
ner in which the heart suit was play- 
ed would have been immaterial, but 
Herr Cohn rightly protected himself 
against unfavorable distribution. Had 
he played the hand in the usual man- 
ner, his contract would have been de- 
feated.

PITTSBURGH, May 26.—(#)—The 
New York Giants clipped a game off 
Pittsburgh's lead in the National 
league pennant chase today, reducing 
the Pirates’ margin to two games, as 
they slugged out a 6-to-5 victory in 
their first appearance at Forbes field 
today.

successfully 
in Georgia for the first time by Tom 


Bird, 60-year-old retired sailor and 
soldier of fortune. have brought bo- 


tanical fame to the farmer, but also 


have landed him in bad with the fed- 
eral government, it was learned bere 
Friday wher narcotic agents returned 
from making Bird’s arrest at Cobb- 
town, in Tattnall) county. 

Federal agents said that although 
opium porpies were tried out in Lou- 
isiana several vears ago, little success 
was obtained in their culture, and it 


remained for Biro to get beyond the 
experimental stage in producing from 
the bulb the milky juice that turns 
into dark opium efter treatment. 

Bird is being held in Savannah and 
will be given a rrelimmary hearing 
before a United States commissioner 
there this morning. The  charte 
against him is that of selling opium 
as he allegedly sold amounts to Nar- 
cotie Agent P. A. Williams, of At- 
lanta, on three different occasions, 

Louis Ruppel. of Washington, D. 
C.. deputy narcotic commissioner. and 
T. E. Middlebrocks, former agent 
here, and now digtrict supervisor of 
the Washington district, were in At- 
lanta on a tour of inspection of the 
east Coast and were high in their 
praise of Williams’ work. Big- 
gins, supervisor of the Georgia-Florida 
district, also was in the city and in- 
spected the poppy bolls brought back 
from the Cobbtown farm. 

Various attemyts have been made 
to grow the poppy in the United 
States, it was said, but few have pro- 
gressed beyond the experimental stage. 
Though the federal statutes provide 
that anyone raising opium must be 
registered as a producer with the de- 
partment of internal revenue, the nar- 
edtie men said they made “buys” from 

ird., 

According to Williams, Bird is a 
retired sailor who speaks five lan- 
guages and who has.traveled to all 
parts of the world. He is an addict, 
the agent said, having formed the 
habit during his travels in the orient, 
and brought the peppy seeds to Amer- 
ica from India 20) years ago and has 
heen experimenting ever since. He 
has been using the product for his 
own consumption but recently began 
to sell small quantities of opium in 
snuff cans, it is charged. 

Williams said that the farm con-

Four or five cans of the finished 
product wete found when Bird was 
arrested, Williams said, as well as 
part of his equipment, a special knife 
for cutting the bolls of the plant. 
plants are ent. he explained, and 
the opium drips out as a white fluid 
which soon turns brown. Thie is 
then collected and heated over a 
slow flame. Chemists at Savannah 
who examined the Bird product re- 
ported that it contained a high nar- 
cotic content. 


Bird did not smoke his drug, as 
is the custom in the far east, but 
is an “eater.” in the parlance of the 
narcotic agents. He was getting $2 
for an amount which would ordinarily 
mt rg $15 on the market, Williams 
said. 

A number of the poppies, saved 
after. the fields were destroyed, were 
sent to Washington headquarters 
from Atlanta.
